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GUAM & MICRONESIA IN CYBERSPACE

Guam, an unincorporated U.S. territory, is the eco- 
nomic and transportation hub for the Western Pacific 
region of Micronesia, which includes some 1,200 is- 
lands, islets and atolls, only about 125 of which are 
inhabited by a total of approx. 400,000 people. 
Micronesian islands include such exotic locales 
as Peleliu, Saipan, Yap, Chuuk/Truk, Pohnpei, 
Kapingamarangi, Majuro and Butaritari. 

Guam itself is now home to about 150,000 residents 
and the destination of more than 1,000,000 tourists 
annually, who come from Japan, the Philippines, 
Taiwan, Korea, Australia, and other places to enjoy its 
tropical climate, beaches and diving, and sophisticated 
nightlife. It’s only three or four hours by air from Guam 
to Tokyo, Manila, Taipei and Seoul. 

The population of Guam includes the indigenous 
Chamorro (or Chamoru) people, other Micronesia and 
Pacific islanders, Japanese, Filipinos and other Asians, 
U.S. military personnel and their dependents, and other 
“statesiders.” 

More than 6,000 miles west-southwest of Los 
Angeles, and a minimum seven-hour flight across the 
International Dateline from Honolulu, Guam is on the 
periphery of the American empire. 

Guam appears in the national or international news 
when it suffers from a typhoon or earthquake, being 
located on “Typhoon Alley” and along the “Pacific 
Rim,” and when the U.S. military uses it as a base from 
which to send its B-52s to bomb Hanoi or Baghdad 
or as a temporary holding pen to rescue Vietnamese 
or Kurds. 

When a military need arises, Guam serves 
Washington’s interests in Asia. But most of the time,

The people of Guam expressed their wish to change 
their political relationship with Uncle Sam in a 1982 
vote. The Guam Commonwealth Act, approved by 
Guamanians in a 1987 election, has gone nowhere in 
the U.S. Congress. In an Oct. 9, 1996 opinion editorial 
in the Washington Post, Guam Governor Carl Gutierrez, 
noting that Guam is on the United Nations list of 
colonies, observed, “Projecting military power from a 
colony sounds incredibly out of step with the 20th 
century, and indeed it is.” 

Frequently, Guam has been the object of disparag- 
ing humor, from Johnny Carson to David Letterman. 
In March 1996, Guam received some positive media 
coverage when its Congressional delegate, Dr. Robert 
A. Underwood, was named “Citizen of the Year’ by the 
National Association for Bilingual Education for his 
efforts to derail the “English Only” bill which was 
approved in the U.S. House on Aug. 1, but not before 
Congressman Underwood succeeded in helping revise 
it to exempt indigenous languages, including the 
Chamoru language. 

While it is remote from the U.S. mainland as well 
as on the far side of American consciousness — and 
America’s conscience, Guam is now as near and im- 
mediate as any computer with a modem. Check out 
Guam and Micronesia on the Internet at some of the 
following URLs.
